pleasure. 
Oklahoma and Kansas. 
All Saturday night the train ran 
through Oklahoma. The tourists were 
many hours late at Wichita, Kan., not 
arriving until l l o'clock.

hustled downtown for breakfast and 
right back to the train. 
M anhattan 
home of the Kansas Agricultural Col­ 
lege, lay 144 miles away, and an ex­ 
citing program was waiting 
there.

There are 200 varie­ 
ties of trees and all save the native 
cottonwood were planted many years 
ago 
the forestry department. Man­ 
hattan itself is a very beautiful town 
of 9,000 people with miles of paved 
streets and an American plan hotel 
that serves wonderful meals ami be­ 
lieves firmly in the principle of the 
Golden Rule -room with 
bath 
and 
three meals at $4 a day. plus service 
with a distinct tone to it and a real 
desire to make visitors feel at home. 
The special made a night run from 
M anhattan to Lincoln. 
In the early 
hours of morning the night became 
very cool, and there wio a great ‘ 
scramble for blankets. 
The evenings ! 
have been pleasant everywhere, b u t1 


the day weather has been very hot, 
quite as hot as Texas. 
Every precaution 
against 
illness 
has been taken. 
Dr. F. G. Pemoud, 
medical advisor 
of the 
Red Cross’ 
Southwestern headquarters 
at 
St. 
Louis, is making the entire swing, 
and the college sent out Mrs. Irene 
Cleghorn, head nurse. 
Twice daily 
Dr. Pernoud has sick call, and Mrs. 
Cleghorn is continually 
making 
a 
round of the train looking for lads 
who are under the weather but won’t 
admit it. 
During Saturday and Sun­ 
day only one case of indisposition 
developed, the young son of Walton 
Poteet putting in appearance with a 
boil on his cheek. 
But Monday night 
Dr. Pernoud dosed a dozen boys a.. I 
prescribed half a day of rest. 
“Nothing to it. simply too many ice j 
cream cones, too much candy and ex j 
citem ent,” he said. 
Give them a few 
hours of rest and these lads will be 
as good as new.” 
So far the tour has been perfect. 
Nothing has happened to m ar the in­ 
terest and happiness of it. Extraordi­ 
nary interest is being shown every­ 
where along the route, and at nearly j 
every station on the day route cries 
of “Hello, Texas!” are getting to be J 
a common thing.

The 
Ford people met the train this m orn­ 
ing and entertained the party with 
a chicken breakfast, with an automo­ 
bile tour of the city, a trip through 
the automobile and tractor 
plants, 
giving them lunch between trips. 
“Making men and not machines is 
the purpose of Henry Ford," C. A. 
Brownell director of publicity for the 
Ford Motor company, declared in an 
address of welcome to the party. “We 
employ 80,000 people on the open-shop 
plan, the lowest wage being $6 a day 
and the highest being 
up 
in the 
thousands, dependent entirely upon a 
man’s ability. 
We have a profit- 
sharing bonus plan under which we 
pay our employes millions of money. 
We sell them certificates which pay 
them at the rate of 16 per cent." 
The boys took in the sights at De 
troit with great eagerness. The quick. 
ness with which a Ford automobile is 
made and the acres of huge mach in-J 
ery and the big furnaces seem to 
make an irresistible appeal to them.! 
The Ford motion picture man, who 
is accompanying 
the 
boys, filmed 
the party. 
The boys were interested! 
in Mr. Ford’s farm , where they drove; 
a battery of eighteen tractors to I 
turning plow while 
their 
pictures! 
were being made. The advent in Can­ 
ada was made successfully across the j 
Detroit River despite a heavy storm, j 
which came up just as the train left 
Detroit and in spite of the fact that j 
this is Friday, the 13th, the sto rm . 
cleared just as the river was reach- J 
ed and the boys were allowed to go 
out on the boat to see the passage 
from the United States into Canada. 
The Detroit River is becoming of 
historic interest, -because it is here 
the liquor smuggling is becoming so 
great. 
The first calamity of the trip oe 
curreed at the Michigan A. and M. 
College in Lansing when one of the 
extension agents, emerging from a 
bath discovered that the automatic 
lock on the locker 
containing

“Every old tin can, tub, barrel and 
Other w ater container th at was ex­ 
posed has been filled w ith enough 
w aler to form a good mosquito breed­ 
ing place,” declared John Daly, Jr., 
deputy director of the co-operative 
anti-m osquito cam paign, “and every 
resident is hereby asked to look over 
his prem ises a t once and dump out 
any such collection of w ater.’ 
Deputy D irector Daly also pointed 
out th a t while anti-m osquito force 
was fully able to cope w ith the pools 
and holes of w ater outside of house 
yards, it was not able a t the sam e 
tim e to inspect all the homes in the 
city. 
“This cam paign has now been c a r­ 
ried on here for several m onths,” 
declares D irector Daly, “and by this 
tim e, every resident should have a 
good idea as to how to proceed to 
avoid raising mosquitoes. 
There is 
an old saying th at the Lord helps them 
who help them selves and, unless the 
citizens here sta rt helping them selves 
in the fight w ith the mosquito, they 
cannot expect IOO per cent results. 
This work cannot be successfully car­ 
ried on where the people are indif­ 
ferent and take a neutral stand.

cans, cisterns, wells, 
pools 
from 
leaky pipes and bath drains, cess 
pools, w ater troughs, rain w ater b ar­ 
rels and tubs, stopped-up roof g u t­ 
ters, etc.
